U.S. Patent No. 4,701,267 teaches a leukocyte filtering material comprising non-woven 
fabric having fibers of an average diameter of from 0.3 micron to less than 3 microns (see 
abstract). However, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to substitute a leukocyte filtering material comprising non-woven 
fabric for filtering layer in the filters of Loft or Hopkins for reverse osmosis or ultrafiltration.
